People Still HaiiguliiP. 

New Orleans, Aug. 18. — Aside 
from Ihe fact that the systematic 
work of the federal authorities and 
full compliance by the local physi- 
cians with Dr, White’s request for a 
report of every suspicious case, 
again developed a stout total of new 
cases of yellow fever yesterday, the 
local situation continues to give sat- 
lafactlon. Even the most pessimis- 
tic of the community are beginning 
to take a cheerful view ot the out- 
look, believing theA' Is little danger 
to be feared from attack of fever 
In Its present form. Even with the 
present measure of Improvement, 
however, there hag been and la to be 
no relaxation of supreme efforts be- 
ing made to wipe out the fever. 

The discovery of nearly a dozen 
cases of yellow fever at Mississippi 
City and the fact that Jackson has 
tied up the Gulf and Ship Island 
road by a declaration of quarantine 
against the entire Mississippi coast 
leaves New Orleans the only avenue 
to the Gulf coast towns. Several 
thousand people here summer on the 
coast. Including bankers, merchants 
and professional men. Many have 
handsome homes there. 

Dr. R. B. Leach, pf Minnesota, de- 
Mvered an address last night on bis 
arsenlzatlon theory. Leach is dis- 
appointed at the failure of the medi- 
cal fraternity to co-operate with him 
In his experiments. The doctors 
here, however, are practically a unit 
In the opinion that arsenlzatlon wlli 
render no one immune to yellow 
fever, holding that the theory Is not 
new, that It has been tried and that 
It has been unsuccessful. Meantime 
thousands of people here are dally 
eating arsenic.

.Mockler on Twenty-eighth and Pop- 
lar streets nt 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Mockler had gone Into the 
warehouse at the rear of the main 
building to draw coal oil for Rey- 
nolds and Reynoldi followed nini, 
the coal oil pump being located Just 
at the side of the door In the ware- 
house, and a large Ice Imix stood next 
lo the pump. 

.Mr. Morkirr had an Incandesrcnt 
light with a long coniiection that he 
uses as a kind of handlight lo go 
around with to different part* of the 
warehouse. This be had In his hand 
while drawing the oil and It was at 
this time that the wire burned. The 
positions in which they were both 
found shows that as Mr. Mockler 
was shocked to death he fell towards 
Reynolds, knocking him down and 
In doing so the wires came in con- 
tact with Reynolds, shocking him to 
death, also. 

Mr. .Muckier was burned on the 
arms and hips while Reynolds was 
burned on the chest and side 

The discovery of their condition 
was made by the colored deliver) 
boy named Johnnie Freehian. who 
went back Into the warehouse to get 
something and as he entered the 
door he smelt the burning of their 
clothing and looking, beheld the 
awful sight. 

The suppn.sitlon Is that the wire 
that .Mr. .Mockler had in his hand bail 
got crossed with another wire of a 
much stronger current which mused 
death so sudden, as the power of the 
small wires connecting the small 
lights is not strong enough to cause 
death. Reynolds had a pocketbook 
with some sliver in It. which was 
burned to pieces.

How In the midsummer of 1878 an 
Infected sleamlMiat carried yellow 
fever from New Orleans as far north 
as (lalllpolls. Ohio, Is one of Ihe most 
remarkable episodes In the history 01 
epidemics. Al that lime it was not 
yet known that mi»<qiiIloea carried 
Ihe Infection and the blind terror ol 
all exposed to the disease was |>l(a- 
hie The story of the peat lioat's 
trip Is graphically told In a hoo’a, 
"The French Five Hundred and Oih 
er Pat»er*." by Wllliani O. Sibley, 
a newspaper man of CallipolU, Ohio. 
It follows in part: 

“It seems inconceivable that a 
craft, known hr the government an 
ihorltles at every Importaru p<»rt be- 
tween New Orleans amt (tallipolls to 
be Infected with Ihe plague. shuiiH 
have been permitted to pursue her 
dismal course north. Mattering the 
seeds of disease as she wept. It is 
little to the credit of humanity that 
the sole object aimed at by Ihe offi- 
cers of every town the boat approach- 
ed was to get her away at any cost. 

"The towboat John A. Poller, with 
a fleet of 18 barges, which extended 
"00 feel lu frrnii of her Ik>w, and- a 
crew of .13 persons, left New Orlean. 
July 18. 1878, a few day* after Ihe 
outbreak of the plague In that cit;. 
hound for St. Ixiiils and Pitlshurg. 

"One day after the departure from 
•New Orleans a tireman fell sick after 
standing his first walrh. When the 
boat arrived at Vicksburg. July 21.

Itanistown Cufleta. 

A number of persons have asked 
If the Bardstown Cadets are a part of 
the state guards, which they are un- 
der the statute guard law. Section tS 
reading as follows: "In the organi- 
sation of any battalion or regiment 
there may. In the discretion of the 
governor, be added a company or 
companies of cadets, to be equipped 
and drilled, as the orders of the gov- 
ernor may describe; the ages of the 
members of the cadet corps shall be 
between fifteen and eighteen years. 
Cadets under the age of eighteen 
shall not be required to do any mili- 
tary duty outside their counties ex- 
cept In drills and camp of Instruc- 
tions; but all cadets shall otherwise, 
so far as their organisation, disci- 
pline and privileges go, be governed 
by the same laws as the Kentucky 
state guard." Captain Crawford, 
commandant, is contending for pay 
for the cadets, but General Haly Is 
not certain that they ran draw salary 
during encampment. He says the 
company intends to pul the salaries 
of each member into a fund for their 
department at the college. Likely the 
salaries will be allowed but held by 
tb paymaster until a higher authori- 
ty passes on the question. 

Holdlers Arrested Itelewsed. 

Over a hundred soldiers were ar- 
rested early .vesterday afternoon by 
the provost guard and were corral- 
led near Tenth and Broadway where 
a special train of five street cars was 
called and the men carried back to 
the camp. A report reached General 
Haly shortly before dinner that sev- 
eral soldiers were disorderly in the 
city, so Second Lieutenant I.,amar 
Roy, Second battalion, provost mar- 
tial, with several guards, was sent 
In the city with orders to pick up all 
soldiers and bring them back.

There was no sign of trouble, 
not a single soldier resisting. After 
the men were marched to General 
Haly's headquarters he soon learned 
that they had gone to the city 
through a misunderstanding, while 
several had permission from their su- 
perior ofllcers. The men who went off 
without permission did not think 
there would be any duties to per- 
form as it was their first day in 
camp. Colonel Gaines gave the sol- 
diers a nice talk, stating while they 
had committed no offense, this time, I 
the lesson should teach them that the | 
officers are always on the alert and ^ 
In touch with their soldiers, no mat- 
ter what they are doing. He said 
they should remain at the camp dur- 
ing hours for routine duties but when ' 
off duty they could and do as the) 
pleased, so long as they conducted 
thmselves properly. In fact he want- 
ed them to get all the pleasure out 
of the encampment they could. They 
were allowed to return to their com- 
panies after Colonel Gaines had fln-
